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CHEAT LIVED 
HIGH LIFE 
ON BENEFITS 


A BENEFIT cheat stole 
almost £14,000 from taxpay¬ 
ers to buy holidays and cars, 
despite running her own 
business. 

Caroline Lawrence, of Douglas 
Road, Lenham, claimed council tax 
and housing benefits after declaring 
herself unemployed. 

The shamed 44-year-old was 
revealed as a fraudster when officials 
discovered she was breeding pedigree 
puppies for a living. 

The married mother-of-five had 
squandered thousands from the busi-

ness on flash vehicles and several lav¬ 
ish family holidays to America and 
France. 

She had claimed financial help from 
Maidstone council since 1993. 

Her payouts should have ceased 
when she started trading on April 17, 
2002, but she failed to notify officials 
of her change in circumstances and 
continued to accept benefits until 
January 26, 2006. 

Mrs Lawrence was due to go on a 
five-day trial at Maidstone Crown 
Court last month, but on March 1 - 


the first day of the trial - she admit¬ 
ted eight counts of benefit fraud. 

In court, the judge said: “You must 
understand that for individuals such 
as yourself, who are legitimately enti¬ 
tled to benefit, as indeed you were, 
once the claim goes bad, that which is 
left for others to claim shrinks as a 
result of your criminality. 

“That is why this type of offending is 
serious and why, in judgement, it 
clearly passes the custody threshold. 

“This is not a case where you were 
using money because your children, 
as an example, needed to be clothed 
and fed.

Funding to help 
smooth way for 
affordable homes

DEVELOPERS have boost¬ 
ed council funds by more 
than £4 million in return for 
planning permission. 

The hefty sum was secured by 
Maidstone council through Section 
106 agreements, which require 
applicants to contribute funding to 
services a development would affect 
- such as open spaces. 

During the last financial year, 
which ended on March 31, 
15 developers signed an 
agreement - of which all but one 
were for new housing. 

In exchange for planning permis¬ 
sion, seven of the applicants dedi¬ 
cated a section of their development 
proposals to be affordable housing, 
as well as financial contributions. 

The council secured 683 new 
dwellings from Section 106 
agreements alone - 297 will be 
affordable homes. 

From the 15 agreements - 
£468,356 was awarded to open 
spaces, £596,357 was donated to edu¬ 
cation, the primary care trust (PCT) 
received £345,848 and the highways 
department was granted £55,000. 

The council will collect a further 
£3.43 million when agreed pay 
days - referred to as a trigger 
points - are reached. 

Developers can sometimes set 
themselves a deadline to pay their 
contribution, this could be five, 
seven or even ten years. 

The largest contribution for the 
financial year was from the appli¬ 
cants behind plans for 114 new 
dwellings in Springfield. 

The owner has promised the 


council £179,550 for open spaces, 
£215,565 for education, £78,210 for 
the PCT and £4,000 for highways. 

The education donation is split 
into four sections - £20,520 for adult 
education, £32,253 for youth and 
community, £25,878 for libraries and 
£136,914 for adult social services. 

Organisers behind the develop¬ 
ment, which replaced the former 
Parkwood Tavern pub, in 
Parkwood, contributed £40,950 to 
open space and £21,902 to the PCT 
in exchange for permission to build 
26 new affordable homes. 

Vinters Park Trust was awarded 
£25,000 from a developer who has 
been granted permission for 142 new 
houses, including 32 affordable prop¬ 
erties, near the site’s TV studios. 

Despite the impressive total of 
funding for 2009/2010 - the rev¬ 
enue raised through Section 106 
agreements is 52 per cent lower 
than last year. 

During last year a total 399 
affordable housing developments 
were available - 102 less than this 
year. 

The council’s development control 
manager, Juliet Stringer, puts the 
decrease down to the crippling 
economic downturn which last year 
significantly damaged the housing 
market. 

Section 106 agreements are a 
vital source of income for the 
council’s budget and help hit 
housing targets without damaging 
the existing community and 
infrastructure. 

The planning committee only 
grants permission for these contri¬ 
butions if they are necessary to 
make the proposed development 
acceptable and actually improve 
the area. 


Sheps raises glass to 
pub's charity efforts 

A COUNTRYSIDE pub has been 
recognised for its charity fund-raising 
and dedication to its punters by 
Shepherd Neame. 

The Walnut Tree in East Farleigh 
fought off stiff competition to be 
crowned the company’s Community 
Pub of the Year. 

Licensees Don and Glynis Cross 
were picked as the deserving winners 
for the award after they raised £1,100 
to buy a life-saving defibrillator 
through bar collections and quiz 
nights. 

The machine provides vital on-the- 
spot life-saving equipment for use by 
paramedics and community first 
responders. 

The pub, in Forge Lane, is now a 
defibrillator station for the rural area 
of south east Maidstone. 

Mrs Cross, who is already a St 
John’s Ambulance first-aider, is hav¬ 
ing special training in using the defib¬ 
rillator and has applied to become a 
community first responder herself, 
covering a two-mile radius around 
the village. 

The mother-of-two said: ‘We are 
delighted to win the Heart of the 
Community award, and it’s really 
down to the support of our customers, 
so a big thanks to them. 

“They’ve helped us raise money for a 
defibrillator and are always so 
generous when we hold fund-raising 
events.” 

Mr and Mrs Cross were presented 
with their award at a special ceremony 
in Brewer’s Hall, London. 

Decision time over 
gypsy village future 

AN APPLICATION for a permanent 
gypsy site in small village is due to 
be decided tomorrow. 

The proposal for a development of 
four mobile homes and six touring 
caravans in Lenham was deferred 
until tomorrow night’s meeting of 
Maidstone council’s planning meet¬ 
ing on the grounds more research 
needed to be done. 

Despite six out of the eleven votes 
being in favour of the proposal, the 
committee’s chairman - councillor 
Richard Lusty - ruled a noise assess¬ 
ment needed to be carried out at the 
site, which is known as 
Wheatgratten, off Lenham Forstal 
Road, as well as an ecological survey 
in relation to a pond. 

An investigation into the agricul¬ 
tural grading of the land also needed 
to be completed. 

The proposal was recommended to 
go ahead by a council case officer 
even though the parish council and 
16 residents have stressed their 
objection. 

The concerned neighbours argue 
the gypsy site will have an “adverse 
impact on the character and appear¬ 
ance of the countryside” and would 
not be inappropriate for the village 
setting.

“There were luxuries that you 
purchased for your family, by 
reason of holiday abroad, which were 
expensive. 

“Again that, it seems to me, is an 
aggravating feature of your case.” 

The benefit cheat was sentenced 
to 16 weeks imprisonment, suspend¬ 
ed for two years, as well as a 
12-month supervision order. 

Steve McGinnes, head of 


Maidstone council’s benefits depart¬ 
ment, was pleased with the outcome. 

He said: “This is one of our most 
serious benefit fraud cases to date 
and is a good result for the council. 

“Dishonesty, when it comes to 
any form of benefit, will not be 
tolerated and this proves we will 
come down hard on those who are 
flouting the law.” 

Mrs Lawrence’s entire over¬ 
payment has been repaid and 


there is no loss to public funds. 

Between 2008 and 2009, benefit 
thieves stole an estimated £900 mil¬ 
lion from hardworking taxpayers’ 
pockets. 

The Department for Work and 
Pensions last year caught 56,493 
cheats.

THE election race is entering the 
final stages - with just eight days 
to go until you decide who becomes 
your next MP. 

During the past three weeks seven candi¬ 
dates have been campaigning for votes across 
the Maidstone and the Weald constituency in 
the hope of replacing retiring MP Ann 
Widdecombe. 

The contenders are fellow Tory Helen Grant, 
Peter Carroll for the Liberal Democrats, 
Labour’s Rav Seeruthun, Stuart Jeffery for the 


Green Party, UKIP party member Gareth 
Kendall, Gary Butler for the National Front 
and Heidi Simmonds for The Christian Party. 

While the constituency is considered a safe 
seat by the Conservatives - having been held 
by the party since 1987 - feedback from read¬ 
ers of this paper suggests the result could be 
closer than first thought. 

Mrs Grant and Mr Carroll appear to have 
pulled clear of their rivals and have been 
fiercely competing against one another. 

The Toiy hopeful has gained overwhelming 
support from the electorate thanks to her ongo¬ 
ing work with families, charities, organisations 
and rural businesses - key areas she has worked 
hard to help since she was selected in 2006. 

Mr Carroll, on the other hand, has made a 
name for himself through his part in the high- 
profile Gurkha Justice Campaign with actress 
Joanna Lumley. 


The Lib Dem candidate appeared on news 
channels across the globe when he and the 
Absolutely Fabulous star successfully per¬ 
suaded the government to allow all Gurkha 
veterans to settle in the UK. 

The two candidates share common ground 
as they are both in favour of overturning the 
NHS’s decision to move Maidstone Hospital’s 
consultant-led maternity unit to its new 
Pembury site and are both fighting to block 
the Kent International Gateway road-to-rail 
interchange. 

Both have hit the campaign trail hard, going 
doorstep to doorstep in a bid to gain more support. 

Mrs Grant has gone the extra mile, literally, 
to show she wants to help others by visiting 
community groups and completing the 
London Marathon on Sunday in aid of the 
Maidstone branch of Tomorrow’s People. 

The charity supports unemployed residents

Candidate in 
call to engage 
ethnic voters 

BUDDING MPs should do more 
to target ethnic minority voters, 
according to a British-Asian 
Parliamentary hopeful. 

Dr Rav Seeruthun - Labour 
candidate for Maidstone and 
The Weald - said it was important 
politicians showed a genuine inter¬ 
est in the issues affecting people 
from all walks of life. 

His comments were made in 
response to a BBC Asian Network 
survey suggesting just over four in 
ten Asian voters intend to make the 
trip to the ballot box next month. 

Dr Seeruthun said: ‘We don’t 
engage Asians in the political 
process, and especially not the 
younger ones. In fact, we don’t real¬ 
ly engage any ethnic minorities. 

“Specifically in Kent the debate 
about immigration gets ethnic 
minority people down. It’s often 
talked about as being a bad thing 
but most of our parents came over 
here for jobs in this countiy, so there 
are positive aspects of immigration.” 

Dr Seeruthun grew up in this 
country but was bom to parents of 
Guyanese and Mauritian descent. 

Despite there being 89 Asian 
Prospective Parliamentaiy Candidates 
across the countiy compared to 68 
in 2005, the BBC survey suggests 
only 44 per cent of Asian people are 
certain to vote on May 6.

Chid sex abuse 
images shame 
of deputy head 


THE deputy head of Princess 
Diana’s former school has admit¬ 
ted possessing indecent images of 
children. 

William Whillock pleaded guilty to four 
counts of possessing child sex abuse images 
when he appeared before Maidstone Crown 
Court. 

The charges relate to “six or seven” photos 
graded at level one - the least serious categoiy 
for child abuse images. 

The 56-year-old, who worked at The New 
School, Sevenoaks, was ordered not to apply 
for any job working with children and was 
released on bail. 

He will be sentenced on Friday, May 21. 

Whillock, of Headcom Road, Staplehurst, 
pleaded not guilty to a fifth count of causing or 
inciting a child to engage in sexual activity and 
it was agreed the charge would remain on file. 

Claire Dury, defending, said Whillock was a 
man of “hitherto good character” and appealed 
to Judge Philip Statham to take into account 
aggravating factors in the case. 

Judge Statham said: “I am keeping all sen¬ 
tencing options open in respect of the commu¬ 
nity penalties.” 

Whillock, known as Bill to colleagues, was in 
charge of child protection of the school until he 
was arrested on January 14.

Police seized his computer during a search of 
his office. The school’s chair of trustees, Stuart 
Crookshank, confirmed to the Daily Mail 
shortly after Whillock was arrested, that he 
and head teacher Christina Wells had called 
the police. 

Mr Crookshank said: “He was in charge of 
child protection matters and had been at the 
school for 11 years. 

“The headmistress received information, 
immediately contacted me and we then con¬ 
tacted the police. We took appropriate action 
as soon as the information came to light.” 

Lady Diana Spencer attended in the 1970s 
when it was a private girls’ boarding school, 
known as West Heath. She later said she had 
“loved” being there. 

The boarding school went into receiver¬ 
ship, coincidently, on the day the Princess of 
Wales and her partner, Dodi Fayed, were 
killed in a car crash in 1997. 

But it was saved by Dodi’s father, 
Mohammed A1 Fayed, the owner of Harrods, 
who gave a huge donation to keep the school 
running in memory of his son and Diana. 

It reopened in September, 1998, as The 
New School, which aimed to rebuild the lives 
of “emotionally damaged” youngsters. 



Young road victim named 

A TEENAGER killed in an early-morning 
car crash has been named. 

Police confirmed the young man who died 
in the crash on the A227, Gravesend Road, 
was Ben Eason. 

The 19-year-old, of Imperial Close, Kings 
Hill, West Mailing, was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

He was the front seat passenger of a silver 
Citroen Saxo which crashed at 3 am on 
Saturday, April 3. 

Two women, both aged 18, and two men, 
both aged 19, who were also in the car, were 
taken to hospital but discharged hours later. 

An inquest into Mr Eason’s death was 
opened and adjourned on April 16. 

No other vehicle was involved and police 
are appealing for anyone who saw the Saxo 
to come forward.

Dirwish’s jobseekers allowance ceased on 
May 13, 2009, but he had continued to claim 
for a housing benefit until August 31 of the 
same year. 

The court granted Maidstone council costs 
of £200.

FREE REIGN: Tiger Moths fly in empty skies 


Volcano sees moths 
take to the skies 

As volcanic ash closed down UK airspace 
earlier this month the nostalgic “roar” of 
vintage Tiger Moth biplanes was heard 
over the empty skies above London 
Gatwick airport. 

Thirteen classic aircraft from the Tiger 
Club based at Headcom flew in perfect 
formation at 1,000ft over what is usually 
among the busiest runways in the world. 

Among the aircraft taking part in the 
formation was the world’s second oldest 
Tiger Moth which dates from 1933. 

The formation flight was led by former 
airline pilot Chris Jesson, who 
explained: “The idea was simple: 
Gatwick was not operating for commer¬ 
cial traffic and it was a lovely sunny day, 
so we rallied the troops together and put 
a call into Gatwick Air Traffic Control to 
ask permission for the formation flight. 

“They were delighted at our request 
and confirmed that we’d be welcome to 
fly past, providing we adhered to flight 
restrictions.” 

The Tiger Club has been famous for 
formation display flying and aerobatics 
since its formative years in the 1950s, 
when the flying club was based first at 
Croydon Airport and then at Redhill

A HISTORIC pavilion has been 
given a new lease of life by staff at a 
retirement village. 

The feature point in Mote Park, which was 
built in 1801 as a tribute to the Lord 
Lieutenant, the Earl of Romney, was under 
threat from overgrowth and had been damaged 
by roots from a nearby ash sapling tree. 

Even though the circular structure, which is 
surrounded with columns and sheltered by a 
dome, is located within the public park it now 
falls under the responsibility of Mote House - a 
specially designed campus for the elderly. 

Workers at the newly-built centre for the over 
55s became concerned that the pavilion was in 
danger of serious damage and so joined forces 
to repair it and bring it back to its former glory. 

Shayne Browne, head gardener at the retire¬ 
ment village, said: “We are responsible for 11 
acres surrounding Mote House, given its his¬ 
toric importance we couldn’t bear for the dam¬ 
age to continue. 

“The work needed to be carried out before the 
prime growing time as the roots would have 
become uncontrollable.

“We spent more than 40 man hours sorting 
out the undergrowth and trying to bring some 
order to the vegetation growing around it. 

“We liaised with the parks and open spaces 
department at Maidstone council and a volun¬ 
teer from Friends of Mote Park came along to 
help out too. 

“As you can see from the photos, there is a 
marked difference.” 

It is hoped the refurbished structure will 
blend in with the ongoing improvements to 
Mote Park being made by the council after it 
received £124,000 boost from The Heritage 
Lottery Fund. 

The overall renovation project will cost 
£2.5million and will enhance the park’s historic 
features, like the pavilion, as well as adding 
new ones. 

The pavilion, built by Volunteers of Kent, was 
first erected close to the site of the original Mote 
House but the historic home was knocked down 
shortly after. A new building now sits at the for¬ 
mer site, which is part of the residential village.

The development, run by Audley, was opened 
officially in 2008 and boasts 86 houses and 
apartments in 450 acres of the public park. 

A refurbished club house is expected to open 
by this time next year, which will offer its own 
restaurant, bar bistro, health and fitness facili¬ 
ties and beauty salon.

Q* 1 us a bit about yourself and your family history? 

A I am a professor of psychology at 
Goldsmiths, University of London, where I 
teach psychology and law. My research is on 
eyewitness identification evidence, which has 
involved collaboration with police forces. 

I am a director of a small company that pro¬ 
vides expert advice and training in forensic 
facial identification. Recent cases include 
Barry George, wrongly convicted for murder of 
Jill Dando, Abdulbaset al Megrahi, who was 
convicted for the Lockerbie bomb, and Omar 
Deghayes, a British resident formerly 
detained at Guantanamo Bay. 

I’m 50 years old and I am married to Viv, and 
have lived in Selling for 10 years. 

Q When did you first decide you wanted to be involved in 
politics? 

A On Saturday, March 22, 2003. I had been 
on the demonstration against the Iraq war 
when two million people protested in London. 
I also joined a demonstration on the first 
Saturday after the war started. Both Labour 
and the Conservatives supported the war. 

Although the Liberal Democrats had been 
on the first march, they did not protest once 
the war started. It was deeply shocking to 
know that none of the three main parties had 
the moral courage to speak out against an ille¬ 
gal act of war. So I joined the Greens who have 
the courage to fight for a fairer world.

Why do you want to be an MP? 


A We have been badly let down by our MPs of 
the three main parties. With political influ¬ 
ence for sale, the main parties cannot give 
their MPs the independence needed to repre¬ 
sent the people without fear or favour.

Robertson. How do you feel about the possibility of step¬ 
ping into his shoes?

A I would campaign for a million new jobs, 
well-insulated, affordable homes, better 
public transport, and fuel security through 
investment in energy efficiency and renewable 
energy. The Green Party has a fully-costed pol¬ 
icy to tackle these issues. If we can afford to 
fight wars, buy nuclear weapons and bail out 
banks, we can invest in jobs and homes. 

Q The last, but not least, question - are you feeling confi¬ 
dent? 

A lt is likely that the first Green MPs will be 
elected to Westminster at this election. 
Every vote for a Green candidate will push 
equality and the environment up the political 
agenda, and give the Green MPs a stronger 
mandate to fight for a fairer world.

Tell us a bit about yourself and your family history? 


A I was bom in London to a single mum and 
brought up on a council estate in Carlisle 
for much of my early childhood. My mother 
was a nurse. I attended Hull University and 
qualified as a solicitor in 1988. 

Since 19961 have mn my own legal practice. 
It is mainly a legal aid firm centred on helping 
the needy and vulnerable. 

I am married to Simon, who is also a solici¬ 
tor. We have two teenage sons, one at school 
and the other training to be a Royal Marine 
Commando. We have a border terrier. 

Q When did you first decide you wanted to be involved in 
politics? 

A I have always had strong, clear views about 
the issues that affect most of us, regardless 
of party politics. My biggest motivator is see¬ 
ing that justice is done, and seen to be done. 

I also care deeply about the freedom of our 
business people to create wealth as well as 
strengthening our families and enabling social 
mobility. 

My party political awakening came in 2004. 
My children were becoming more independ¬ 
ent, my business had started to mature, with 
a good management team in place, and I was 
ready for a new challenge where I might be 
able to continue helping other people both as 
individuals but also on a broader scale.

A What was it about the Conservative party which earned 
your support?

A I don’t think anyone will ever step into her 
shoes. She is unique. What I will seek to 
emulate, however, is the integrity of service 
that she has given, her strength of conviction, 
and her determination to speak out in accor¬ 
dance with her conscience. 

Q lf elected, what would you bring to the Maidstone and 
Weald seat? 

A I will continue to drive forward the many 
campaigns in which I have been involved 
in Maidstone and the Weald over the last two- 
and-a-half years, which include helping fami¬ 
lies and businesses get through the recession 
and keeping a full maternity service, and 
other vital services, at Maidstone hospital. I 
will continue to campaign to ensure that all of 
our children have good local schools. 

I want to see the Kent International 
Gateway proposals defeated so that our pre¬ 
cious countryside is protected. I will carry on 
with the fight to restore our commuter rail 
services, I will promote our cultural heritage 
and I will continue with initiatives to engage 
with, and support, business people, farmers 
and people involved in the rural economy.

HAPPY DAYS: An increasing number of youngsters are 
signing up to join in the Scouting movement fun 


THE biggest membership surge in 
38 years suggests the Scouting 
Movement in Kent is battling back 
against video games and the inter¬ 
net. 

Just over 500 youngsters signed up last year 
- the largest increase since 1972 - meaning a 
total of 18,267 are now living Robert Baden- 
Powell’s vision throughout the county. 

There are also a record number of teenage 
Scouts in Kent, with the figure currently 
standing at 2,427 - about 25 per cent more 
than when the information was first collated 
in 2001. 

And membership will likely increase for the 
sixth year running in 2011 if the current 
1,000-name waiting list is anything to go by. 

Chief Scout Bear Grylls said: “It’s fantastic 
to witness such a huge surge in Scouting - the 
biggest growth for 38 years - and proof that 
Scouting is appealing more and more to

teenagers. Scouting is empowering, wild and 
fun, and offers so many adventure-based activ¬ 
ities for young people and adults alike. 

“My goal is for every young person who 
wants to be involved in Scouting to be able to 
be. So I hope to inspire even more adults to vol¬ 
unteer and help this happen.” 

The Scout Movement began in 1907 when 
Baden-Powell - a Lieutenant General in the 
British Army - held the first Scouting 
encampment at Brownsea Island, Dorset. 

His aim from the beginning was to support 
young people in their “physical, mental and 
spiritual development”, so they could play con¬ 
structive roles in society. 

Today there are more than 28 million Scouts 
around the world, with girls also now allowed 
to join. 

And despite recent technological advance¬ 
ments such as video gaming and the internet, 


the Scouts have adapted to change with suc¬ 
cessful ideas such as the IT badge. 

However, the movement still relies heavily 
on outdoor activities such as camping, water- 
skiing and abseiling to draw youngsters in. 

But despite the membership surge in Kent, 
the increase in volunteers is less than one per 
cent - well below the UK average of 3.1 per 
cent. 

This means the number of children on the 
Scout waiting list is up by a massive 23.8 per 
cent from last year compared to the national 
average of 0.4 per cent. 

Kent leader John Hunt urged other would- 
be volunteers to follow in his footsteps. 

He said: “I absolutely love being a leader. I 
decided to get involved because I wanted to 
give something back to young people in my 
community, but I’ve really benefited as well. 

“I’ve been able to transfer the skills I’ve 
developed as a leader to my day job, and that’s 
been really important to me.”

Steel rope reins in 
foreign motorists 

NEW powers are helping Kent Police clamp 
down on foreign motorists who had been 
getting away with serious breaches of the 
law. 

Since last year, the force has had the 
power to disable vehicles belonging to over¬ 
seas visitors if they can’t pay on-the-spot 
fines. 

Between April, 2009, and March, 2010, 
Kent officers immobilised 125 vehicles 
using a steel rope padlocked around a 
wheel and the chassis. Police say the new 
law also means there have been fewer colli¬ 
sions and casualties on the county’s roads. 

Kent Police said that between April and 
October, 2008, there were 43 collisions and 
68 casualties on our roads involving non- 
UK registered goods vehicles. 

During the same period the following 
year, that fell to 34 collisions and 47 casual¬ 
ties. Before the new laws, police said their 
hands were tied. Officers were unable to 
issue fixed penalty notices to non-UK regis¬ 
tered drivers because there was no guaran¬ 
tee a penalty would be paid within 28 days. 

There was also no provision for checking 
whether or not they had committed previ¬ 
ous offences that would lead to an automat¬ 
ic driving disqualification in the UK. 

Roadside fines 

The powers were given by the Road 
Safety Act 2006, which received its national 
launch in Kent in April, 2009. 

It ensures traffic legislation is now 
applied to all drivers on UK roads. 
Provisions allow non-UK drivers, and even 
British residents who can’t provide a valid 
address, to be handed roadside fines of up to 
£900. Police can request immediate deposit 
in sterling or by credit card. 

If they can’t pay, the vehicle is immo¬ 
bilised until payment is made. Police can 
also immobilise defective vehicles until they 
are repaired, or until commercial vehicle 
drivers have taken a break if they exceed 
permitted driving times. 

Officers say fear of detection is now high¬ 
er because of the new enforcement tactics. 

In the first year of the scheme, Kent 
Police have taken 1,464 ‘roadside deposits’ 
amounting to £40,500. The fines are audit¬ 
ed, and the cash goes to Treasury coffers. 

A Kent Police spokesman said: “As with 
all penalty notices, we do not retain any 
revenue or receive administration costs, so 
there is no cash incentive. 

“The introduction of the deposit scheme 
allows police to enforce the law fairly and 
consistently, regardless of where drivers are 
from.”

They are all about themselves and have turned 
becoming PM and politics into a fight and who can 
come out on top, rather than who can offer the best for 
the country. 

The way they constantly take digs at one another is 
childish - and the national papers do nothing to help. 

They all try to pick out the problems in each other’s 
policies, rather than focusing on their own. 

Personally, I see all the candidates as fake and not 
really in touch with everyday life. They are all too 
posh and don’t seem to understand what normal 
people want. The country as a whole needs a change 
of direction and Gordon Brown seems to have caused 


nothing but trouble since he took over from Tony 
Blair. If Britain is to come out of the recession 
unscathed, Labour cannot be the party to lead the 
country, in my view. 

To me, Mr Brown seems an arrogant man, throwing 
his toys out of his pram when he can’t get his own 
way. This is not the kind of man Britain needs as a 
leader. That leaves the Conservatives and Liberal 
Democrats. 

Now, being a teenager below voting age, I have little 
idea what any of their specific policies are, so have to 
base my judgement on what I have read and seen 
from their public performances. 

In the first televised leaders’ debate (which I didn’t 
watch as I had better things to do) the Lib Dems and 
Nick Clegg seemed to win over the public. 

However, in the run up to the second debate last 
Thursday, the national press were targeting Mr Clegg 
for some things he has said. Some papers suggested 
he wasn’t the right man to lead the country either. 

This leaves the Conservatives and David Cameron, 
who goes about his business quietly and seems like 
an all right guy. 

He seems to have a good public persona and can see 
the funny side (referring to egg-throwing incident, for 
example) and is not always serious (which can get a 
bit boring). 

From what I have seen and heard, the Tories are 
top of most polls and offer the best policies. For this 
reason, I would vote for them on May 6.

KENT’S organic farmers have 
backed the findings of a new report 
showing a rapid decline in the 
demand for their food products. 

As the effects of the recession continue to bite, 
a report found sales of organic food, drink and 
other products slumped by almost 13 per cent 
last year. 

Producers are finding consumers are shying 
away from organically grown products such as 
vegetables because they tend to be more 
expensive. 

With all the belt-tightening going on, organic 
farmers in Kent are feeling those effects, too. 

Alan Brockman helps run Perry Court Farm 
in Petham, near Canterbury. He said they used 
to supply a couple of dozens restaurants in the 
region, but many have gone out of business. 

Mr Brockman, a partner in the company, 
said: ‘We have had very difficult times because 
we have had a lot of bad debts. 

“That hasn’t helped. It’s all part of the 
recession. You need good credit ratings to 
survive. We have had to contract quite a lot.”

Gerry Minister has run Luddesdown Organic 
Farm since 1986 and was one of the 
movement’s pioneers. 

He said: “People do think organic foods are 
more expensive, and at one time, they were. But 
these days there is very little between them, so 
cost really is not that big an issue these days. 

“However, it is true that the price does appear 
very much differently by the time the products 
reach the supermarket shelves. 

“If people were to come to our farm shop they 
would find the prices are almost the same.” 

Mr Minister farms 1,100 acres in the small 
village of Luddesdown near Gravesend. He 
said: “Sales of organic produce are all down, but 
I am surprised it is only down by 13 per cent, 
but I suppose that is an average. 

“The recession started to effect us in 2008 and 
2009 was not good. It’s not picking up yet really. 

“There are two factors - one is a perception of 
extra cost, but our retail shop doesn’t reflect that. 

“And the supermarket putting up prices and 
shrinking shelf space hasn’t done us much good.

“I think if people knew how prices are now, 
they would buy a lot more of it. If they come 
direct to us, they can see for themselves. They 
would see it is not all bad news.” 

The Organic Market Report 2010 found the 
worst trading climate for 20 years. 

Home delivery organic vegetable and fruit 
boxes also fell out of favour, with a 9.8 per cent 
drop, while sales of organic goods in 
supermarkets fell by 12 per cent, and in the 
independent sector - farm shops and health 
food outlets - by almost 18 per cent. 

In total across the UK, organic sales fell last 
year from a record high of £2.1bn in 2008 to 
£1.84bn, according to the report compiled 
annually by the Soil Association. 

Dairy remains overall the most popular food 
category, accounting for 33 per cent of all sales. 

Despite the publicity given to animal welfare 
by chefs such as Jamie Oliver and Hugh 
Feamley-Whittingstall, consumers also fell out 
of love with expensive organic meat. 

The report said demand for organic beef fell by 
30 per cent and lamb by 10 per cent with organic 
chicken production slashed by 20 per cent.

ROMANCE is dead and the lead 
characters of Shawn Levy’s hyster¬ 
ical action comedy may be too 
before the end credits roll. 

Date Night centres on a loving, married cou¬ 
ple who have lost the spark in their relation¬ 
ship. 

The spouses’ efforts to reinvigorate the mar¬ 
riage take a turn for the surreal as screen¬ 
writer Josh Klausner propels these unassum¬ 
ing and hard-working suburbanites on a 
series of crazy misadventures. 

Steve Carell and Tina Fey are perfectly cast 
as the parents trapped in a state of bland 
indifference, who just need several brushes 
with death to remind them what is important. 

So much of our enjoyment comes from the 
sizzling rapport between the leads. 

“Everything you’re doing, I’m doing in heels,” 
Fey’s wife reminds her husband as the fugitive 
couple go on the run and call in favours to stay 
one step ahead of the bad guys. 

Phil Foster (Carell) and his wife Claire (Fey) 
live in New Jersey with their children, who 
negate the need for an alarm clock by pile driv¬ 
ing their parents’ heads before 5am. 

Every week, the Fosters hire a babysitter so 
they can go through the ritual of date night - 
sitting at the same table in the same restau¬ 
rant ordering the same food, all under the 
guise of spending quality time together. 

Phil and Claire attempt to spice up date 
night by having dinner at the most exclusive 
new restaurant in Manhattan. 

The Fosters arrive without a reservation and 
when another couple fails to turn up, Phil and 
Claire cheekily pretend to be the elusive 
Tripplehoms and take the vacant table. 

Towards the end of the meal, heavies 
Armstrong and Collins take Phil and Claire 
into an alleyway and demand the return of a 
flash drive which the real Tripplehoms have 
stolen. 


The Fosters’ innocent pleas fall on deaf thug 
ears and the married couple become embroiled 
in a life or death race around the city involving 
a violent gangster (Ray Liotta), a disgraced 
Mayor, a plucky female cop and a hunky sur¬ 
veillance expert (Mark Wahlberg). 


Date Night has huge fun at the expense of 
unlikely action heroes Carell and Fey. 

Their characters’ ham-fisted efforts to 
escape an early grave are comically inept, 
including a getaway in quite possibly the 
world’s slowest motor boat. 



A hare-brained car chase and a sequence in 
a pole-dancing club where the Fosters pretend 
to be “sex robots” to work up one punter into a 
froth of sexual excitement are side-splitting. 

The supporting cast has a ball, notably 
Wahlberg who pokes gentle fun at his image 
as a dunderhead with a rippling six pack. 

Levy maintains a jaunty pace and offsets the 
lunacy with moments of heartfelt emotion to 
ensure this is a date night to remember.

Unforgettable trip to Land 
of the Long White Cloud

HAVING a towering, tat¬ 
tooed man press his nose 
against mine has to be one 
of the more unusual - and 
enjoyable - greetings I 
have experienced. 

In New Zealand, this exchange 
meant I was no longer considered a 
visitor but rather as one of the peo¬ 
ple of the land. 

The hongi’, a traditional Maori wel¬ 
come, made an interesting start to an 
unforgettable trip to the country also 
known as Land of the Long White 
Cloud, after an exhausting journey 
through several time zones, as Air 
New Zealand flights from Britain to 
Auckland on the North Island go via 
either Hong Kong or Los Angeles. 

We eased the jet-lag with a 45- 
minute drive to the west of the city, 
to the dramatic coast of Karekare 
where thunderous waves pound the 
iron-black sand. 

After a bracing walk along the 
dunes we headed to nearby Piha 
and the Waitakere ranges, a stun¬ 
ning wilderness area, for a lesson in 
nature, and even sampled some 
plants which provided nourishment 
for Maori in the past. 

Our visit was rounded off with a 
Tiangi’ - a feast of meats and vegeta¬ 
bles cooked using heated rocks 
buried in a pit oven, and it was a per¬ 
fect introduction to New Zealand. 

Auckland itself is superb for fine 
dining: one of the best restaurants is 
the award-winning Dine by world- 
famous chef Peter Gordon at Sky City 
Grand Hotel. Oysters, scallops and of 
course, lamb, adorn an eclectic menu. 

Auckland is also known as the City 
of Sails, so our next adventure was

Postman Pat and the 
Popemobile by Peugeot 


IT MAY be a while before anyone 
can announce Tve got a Bipper 
Tepee’ without fear of raising 
innuendo-laden eyebrows. 

I prompted a few with Peugeot’s new budget 
MPV, but at least it deflected the usual 
Postman Pat jibes against van-based people- 
movers like this, though it could not avoid: 
what’s this - the new Popemobile?; how did 
you escape from Legoland?; and is this the 
latest Dyson vacuum cleaner? 

Still, a Bipper buyer could have the last 
laugh with prices from £9,995 and, as it’s a 
joint effort with Citroen and Fiat - their ver¬ 
sions sell as the Nemo Multispace and Qubo 
respectively - it also handles tidily thanks to 
Fiat Grande Punto supermini underpinnings. 

That is quite a bonus when the original 
hi-cube van design means dramatic headroom 
and the potential to carry loads of luggage as 
well as five people in decent comfort. 

Tumble the split folding rear seats forward 
though or even remove completely and you 
have a space that can swallow a large chest of 
drawers and more.

This is helped by sliding rear side doors and a 
huge top-hinged tailgate that doubles as a rain 
shelter when loading and unloading or simply 
‘grandstanding 5 or picnicking at an event. 

There is plenty of clever stowage too, but the 
van origins and budget pricing are betrayed by 
pop-out rather than wind-down rear windows, 
plus some painted metalwork and rubber floor 
covering, presumably so that you could hose 
out the footwells. 

My car was a top-spec Outdoor HDi70 diesel 
(£11,795), which looks chunkier thanks to big¬ 
ger side protection mouldings, lower front 
panel trim and standard-fit roof bars. 

It also gains air con, front fog lights and - for 
the more rural-based owner - higher suspen¬ 
sion and under engine protection. 

It costs an extra £1,000 to have the 70bhp 
1.4-litre turbodiesel instead of the 75bhp 1.4- 
litre petrol alternative and it needs nearly 18 
seconds and a following wind to hit 60, but it 
will average around 60mpg and incur just 
£35/year road tax due to its low emissions. 

The petrol is still no flier (0-62mph in 16.6 
seconds), but saves a £1,000 upfront and every 
time you fill up, while still averaging more 
than 40mpg, but you pay £ 145/year road tax.

Is first-class cricket set 
to return to Maidstone?

‘When [the facilities] get back to a proper 
standard then they will get absolute due con¬ 
sideration like anywhere else,” he said. “If they 
are still at the planning stage then you’ve got to 
say it’s looking like a couple of years, but as 
soon as they are ready there is every possibili¬ 
ty that we would like to reinstate a Maidstone 
festival. 

“The report on the pitch last season was good 
and that’s why we are going back again this 
year. There is no problem whatsoever with 
playing conditions, but there are all sorts of 
health and safety issues about the state of the 
pavilion and the facilities in general. The truth 
of the matter is they are not up to county stan¬ 
dard.” 

With Kent set to play a ‘home’ game at the 


Brit Oval in this year’s Friends Provident t20 
competition, it’s refreshing to hear Kennedy 
discussing a return to what in the past has 
been a popular cricket festival. 

The Mote have plans to sell off some land, 
with the money used to upgrade their facilities 
which would include indoor nets. 

Chairman Michael Cutler is hopeful of a 
return, but did say plans have been shelved 
temporarily as the club wait for the price of 
their land to increase. 

He said: “There were plans to build a new 
pavilion which would go alongside us develop¬ 
ing part of the ground. It’s a long-term target at 
the minute as these plans have been put on 
hold due to the economic climate. The price of 
the land has gone down so we are waiting for 
that to rise again before anything is decided. 
We would love to have a new pavilion and it 
could help Kent cricket come back to the 
ground, but I don’t think it’s essential. We have 
done everything we can to get Kent first-team 
cricket back here.”

MAIDSTONE superbike riders Scott Smart 
and Tom Weeden hope to build on promising 
performances last time out as they head to 
Cheshire’s Oulton Park this weekend. 

British Superstock rider Smart recorded 
his best finish of the new season with an 
impressive fifth place at Thruxton two 
weeks’ ago. However, this Bank Holiday 
weekend he will be targeting much more.

Nott does chances 
of keeping United 
job no harm at all 

AFTER steering Maidstone United away 
from relegation, manager Peter Nott hopes 
to be given the green light this week to con¬ 
tinue his spell in charge of the first-team. 

The former Maidstone United reserves 
manager was promoted to take over as first- 
team boss following the departure of long 
serving duo Alan Walker and Lloyd Hume 
mid-way through the season. This week Nott 
and assistant boss Tony Cornwell are due to 
hold talks with chairman Paul Bowden- 
Brown to discuss their future at the club. 

Last Thursday’s 1-0 win against Bognor 
Regis Town mathematically secured the 
Stones’ place in the Ryman Premier League 
and Nott hopes to continue to take the club 
forward next season. 

He said: “The chairman has taken a big 
chance with myself and Tony and I like to 
think we have repaid their faith up to this 
point by keeping the club up. We are both 
Maidstone through and through and hope to 
be involved in the management of the club 
next season. We go into the meeting with a 
positive mindset and once talks are over, we 
can begin to prepare for next season.” 

Nott’s first taste of senior management 
has been a baptism of fire as he has had to 
cope with a fixture back log, players leav¬ 
ing, building a new squad and a relegation 
dog fight. But he admitted he feels all the 
better for it after coming through a difficult 
season in avoiding relegation. 

He said: ‘We have come in mid-way 
through and had to deal with problems on 
and off the pitch and we’ve come through 
them. I could have done without players 
leaving and having to build another squad 
in my first senior management role, but we 
have come through that. I feel stronger for 
it.” 

Nott’s already spoken to players he wishes 
to keep for next season and plans to strength¬ 
en the club’s strike-force in the summer.
